Reconsideration of the application is requested.

In item 2 on page 2 of the Office action, claims 2-6 and 8 
have been rejected as being indefinite under 35 U.S.C. § 112. 

More specifically, the Examiner has stated that regarding 
claim 2, it is unclear what is meant by the limitation 
^endlessly revolving flexible drives'' , Claim 2 has been 
cancelled and the subject matter thereof has been added to 
independent claims 1 and 6. The subject matter of claim 2 has 
been amended to further clarify the claim. Therefore, the 
rejection of claim 2 is believed to have been overcome.

The Examiner stated that regarding claim 5, it is unclear what 
is meant by the limitation "longitudinally extending 
connecting line through which suction air is applicable by 

said air delivery clement jointly to paid auction elements" . 

It is noted that the Webster's New World Dictionary gives the 
definition of "jointly" as: common. Therefore, the suction 
air is applied to the suction elements commonly or together. 
Accordingly / it is believed that the term "jointly" is clear. 
Therefore, the claim has not been amended to overcome the 
rejection. 

The Examiner stated that regarding claim 5, it is unclear if 
the recited "said suction elements" refers back to the suction 
elements recited in claim 2 or claim 4. Claim 5 has been 
amended to further clarify the claim. Therefore, the 
rejection of claim 5 is believed to have been overcome. 

The Examiner stated that regarding claim 8, it is unclear what 
elements drive the impellers. Claim 8 has been amended to 
further clarify the claim. Therefore, the rejection is 
believed to have been overcome • 

It is accordingly believed that the specification and the 
claims meet the requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 112, first and 
second paragraphs. Should the Examiner find any further
